SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS  SHOW  CONTINUED  SEASONAL  DECRJ:ASE 
Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  have  shov/n  a  seasonal  decrease  for  the 
past  four  months,  according  to  inspectors'  reports  to  the  Grain  Branch  of  the 
Production  and  Marketing  Administration.    August  receipts  totaled  1,733  cars 
compared  v/ith  3,0&3  cars  in  July,  3,642  cars  in  June,  5,953  cars  in  May,  and 
6,588  cars  in  April,    Inspected  receipts  October  through  August  this  season 
were  82,979  cars  compared  with  81,805  cars  during  the  same  period  last  season. 

The  quality  of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  August  continued  ^ood,  89  per- 
cent grading  No.  2  or  better  compared  with  88  percent  in  July  and  87  percent  in 
June,    October  through  August  this  season  88  percent  graded  No.  2  or  better  com- 
pared with  87  percent  last  season. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  August  included  the  equivalent  of  413  cars 
inspected  as  cargo  lots,  and  truck  receipts  equivalent  to  about  21  cars.
